He said in opening the case for the Crown. that 
the first.two prisoners were watchmen and the 
third s cook in the employ of the Kwong Hop 
Wo.a licensed bourdiny honse for emigrants. 
They were charged with “nnlawfully detaining 
four men; “He would show that this was a part 
of » larger conspiracy, wherein no doubt othor 
persous were concerned, to defeat and vvade the | 
bonttic rial provisions of the Emigration Ordin- 
aneo, made for the protection, of unwilling | 
omigrants, He would prove ‘also that tho 
kidnapping and trepauning of emigrants was 
unfortunately very common in this Colony. 
Tt was an offence difficult to bring homé 
to the offenders. partly because the kidnap. 
ped persons were shipped ‘out of ‘the Colony 
quickly to ‘tho Malay 
States and. other. + pluces, and partly -be- 
eause they belonged to « proverbially stupid 
class of people, ‘called by the Chinese chu tac, 
(* little pigs”). people of no intelligence or thoy 
would not allow thomsolyes to be Kidnapped, 
This boarding house was known aso ‘little 
pig” boarding house, because ‘they evaded tha 
Emigiation Ordinance and seit accomplices to 
impersonate (be emigrants aud submit them- 
selves to uxamination of the emigration officer. 
who-was supposed to find out whether or not 
the emigrants wore willing to go. 

His ‘Lordship remarked that the Attorney- 
General must confine himself to tho facts re- 
lating to this particular cuse. Z 

The Attorney-Goneral said he only mado 
those vemurksafter’ haying fully considered the 
| matter and in view of what might occur in the 
future. The Police had discovered through 
this case that this wasa goneral practice, This 
boarding house consisted of the two upper floors

By 
panishing Bishop Le Nordes in the way he has 
done, M.- Combes miay be said to have'already 
handléd that sérioiy” phase of the ~vélizions| 
question. Weighty a3 the rupture between 
France and tho, Vatican is, it would only bo 
secondary to the. fur graver consequences that, 
would certainly result from: the cutting off of 
the salaries of. all clergy. As sure. us any at- 
tempt of this kind be made, M. Combes must 
reckon, with the loud protests of the nation, 
which is at heart deeply attached to the Catholic 
Church.
